An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 12-17, drawn to non-elected inventions. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amendments to claims 2 and 21 set forth in the amendment after final rejection filed 
07-20-2009 overcome the rejections under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph. 

Independent amended claim 2 1 recites a curable adhesive system consisting essentially of 
at least one of the monomer components set forth and a polymerization initiator. Claims 9-11 add 
y-methacryloxypropyltrimethoxysilane coupling agent to the components of claim 21. 

Independent claim 18 recites an adhesive system consisting essentially of 2,3-Bis[4-(3- 
acryloyloxy-2-hydroxypropoxy)phenyl]propane and a polymerization initiator in 1,6- 
heaxanediol diacrylate or tripropyleneglycol diacrylate. Claim 19 adds y- 
methacryloxypropyltrimethoxysilane coupling agent to the components of claim 18. 
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The independent claims recite that the adhesive system is a non-leaching system that does 
not leach compounds detrimental to the application. Applicant discloses that unreacted amines 
are leachable compounds detrimental to the applications listed in the specification. 

Kitsunai et al teach adhesive compositions comprising a bisphenol A type epoxy acrylate, 
such as the specifically disclosed di(meth)acrylate of a diol obtained by adding at least 4 mol of 
propylene oxide to 1 mol of bisphenol A, and a y-methacryloxypropyltrimethoxysilane coupling 
agent. Hexanediol di(meth)acrylate and tripropyleneglycol diacrylate, as recited in claims 18-19 
are also disclosed. The difference from the instantly claimed composition is that Kitsunai et al 
teach bisphenol A epoxy acrylate containing 4 moles of propylene oxide, while applicant claims 
2,3-Bis[4-(3-acryloyloxy-2-hydroxypropoxy)phenyl]propane. 
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It is noted that applicant's argument concerning the discussion of epoxy (meth)acrylate in 
US 2007/0042163 is unpersuasive because the term "epoxy(meth)acrylate" is considerably 
broader in scope than the di(meth)acrylate of a diol obtained by adding at least 4 mol of 
propylene oxide to 1 mol of bisphenol A disclosed by Kitsunai et al (column 3, lines 46-48). 

Tokuda et al clearly disclose a bisphenol A type epoxy (meth)acrylate having a molecular 
weight of 450 to 3000 in the Abstract and in column 3, lines 1 1-23. The bisphenol A type epoxy 
(meth)acrylates are preferred. However, Tokuda et al do not specifically discloses a bisphenol A 
type epoxy (meth)acrylate containing a propoxy moiety. 

Kurita et al disclose compositions comprising a trialkenyl isocyanurate in combination 
with a vinyl-functional polyorganosiloxane. The consisting essentially of language of instant 
claim 21 from which claim 3 would depend is considered to exclude the vinyl-functional 
polyorganosiloxane in the compositions taught by Kurita et al. 

Green et al , with respect to claims 20 and 22, do not teach thiol-ene compositions 
comprising the species of thiol compounds and ally compounds set forth in the amended claims.
